Big Sam is under 
fire over advice role 

DUDLEY-BORN England manager Sam Al- 
lardyce has been filmed appearing to ad¬ 
vise businessmen on how to sidestep an 
outlawed player transfer practice. 

The ex-Bolton, West Ham and Sunder¬ 
land boss met people he thought were rep¬ 
resentatives of Far East interests, but were 
actually reporters for the Daily Telegraph. 

He was recorded apparently telling them 
that it was “not a problem” getting around 
FA rules that stop third parties “owning” 
football players’ economic rights - a con¬ 
troversial practice banned by the FA.

ONLY one firm has taken up 
a Dudley Council scheme of¬ 
fering reduced business rates 
since the move to boost the 
Waterfront at Brierley Hill was 
introduced two years ago. 

The Dudley Business Invest¬ 
ment Zone was launched to revive 
a once-thriving business area and 
aimed to create 1,600 jobs. 

However, the borough council has confirmed 
that just one firm has benefitted from a cut in 
business rates since 2014. 

The half-a-million pound scheme aimed to 
bring businesses to the 20,000 sq ft site in re¬ 
turn for a cut in business rates. 

But bosses at the council said other busi¬ 
nesses were ‘in the process of securing the ben¬ 
efits of the scheme’. 

The scheme was first suggested five years 
ago to boost the half empty Waterfront devel¬ 
opment next to Dudley’s Merry Hill Centre 
when it was suggested some of the Waterfront 
car parks could be developed as new offices and 
industrial units. 

Firms that quit the Waterfront included 
banking giant Egg and Virgin Media. 

Now council bosses say that focus has shifted 
from the Business Investment Zone to the Gov¬ 
ernment-backed Enterprise Zone, which is set 
to be created at the Waterfront and create 
thousands of jobs. 

Disappointing 

The data was revealed by Dudley Council 
under the Freedom of Information Act. 

The authority also said the original scheme 
had been hampered by a change in ownership 
at the nearby Merry Hill shopping centre. 

A spokesman said: “There has been an inter¬ 
nal operations group which has met on a few 
occasions but has also assessed applications 
electronically as a group. 

“Originally the intention had been to have 
a more formal management group with West- 
field but this stalled as a result of a change in 
ownership at the centre and initial discussions 
with Intu have focused to the degree on our 
aspirations around a Government sponsored 
Enterprise Zone.” 

Around 7,000 jobs are anticipated when 
Chancellor Philip Hammond signs off plans 
for the zone to make the Waterfront the ‘high 
tech office hub’ of the Black Country. The plans 
have been submitted to the Government. 

Dudley Council’s regeneration boss Coun¬ 
cillor Khurshid Ahmed said: “It is obviously 
disappointing people aren’t making the most of 
these opportunities. But there are things in the 
pipeline and maybe people are waiting for those 
plans to come into place.” 

Meanwhile, some of the original offices at 
the Waterfront have been converted into apart¬ 
ments. 


DEVICE TO SAFEGUARD PEOPLE WITH DEMENTIA

A NEW gadget to prevent vulnerable people 
from going missing is being trialled in Dudley. 

West Midlands Police has been working 
with Dudley Council to introduce Pebbell 
trackers, which can be used by relatives or 
carers of people suffering from dementia to 
monitor their whereabouts. The gadgets have 
built-in GPS to pinpoint the location of some¬ 
one who is considered at high risk. 

Dudley Partnerships Team have received 
funding to pilot the Pebbell scheme with the 
devices being worn around the neck using a 
lanyard or attached to personal belongings, 


such as a bag or a dog lead. Families can text 
the Pebbell unit number and will receive a re¬ 
sponse which includes a map showing its loca¬ 
tion. If they call and receive no response then 
the device will pick up background sounds to 
help pinpoint surroundings. 

The council has already successfully intro¬ 
duced the technology to some residents. 

Elizabeth Orange says she has seen the 
benefits of the Pebbell in keeping tabs on her 
61-year-old uncle, who had been reported as 
missing several times before receiving the 
device. She said: “I didn’t want to stop him 


going out after he was diagnosed with demen¬ 
tia but it was a real worry when I couldn’t get 
in touch with him. The police had to find him 
after he went missing a couple of times. 

“But the Pebbell is fantastic as, even if he 
doesn’t answer his mobile, I can keep a check 
on where he is. It has taken a lot of the anx¬ 
iety away.” 

Boss of social care Councillor Qadar Zada 
said: “The Pebbell is an innovative gadget. It 
can change people’s lives, providing freedom 
to people with dementia and reassurance and 
peace of mind to family members and carers.”

AN historic but derelict pub in Dudley, 
which has become a target for vandals, 
is to get a new lease of life when trans¬ 
formed into apartments. 

Work is getting under way to renovate 
the former Gipsies Tent Inn in Step- 
pingstone Street, which since its closure 
in 1980 has fallen into disrepair. 

The project, delivered by a private de¬ 
veloper, will see the Victorian building 
in Dudley town centre’s conservation 
area re-roofed, windows and doors re¬ 
paired or replaced, damaged bricks re¬ 
paired and missing timber and render 
detailing reinstated. 


Once completed, the owners will con¬ 
vert and refurbish the interior to bring 
the building, which sits near to Dudley 
Magistrates Court, into use as apart¬ 
ments. Councillor Khurshid Ahmed, 
Dudley Council’s cabinet member for 
planning and economic development 
said: “This is another exciting restora¬ 
tion project, bringing an eyesore build¬ 
ing on a prominent gateway to the town 
back into use. Despite its deterioration 
in recent years, the building is an im¬ 
portant historic landmark and the work 
will see it sensitively restored in keeping 
with the conservation area it sits within. 


“I’m really looking forward to seeing 
it brought back to life as quality homes 
for people in Dudley.” 

The external work will cost around 
£127,000, which is being part funded by 
grants sourced by the council from the 
Black Country Local Economic Partner¬ 
ship to repair and bring back into use 
historic buildings in Dudley town cen¬ 
tre. The remainder will be funded by the 
owner who will refurbish the interior. 

During work, which is expected to 
last eight weeks, Steppingstone Street 
and Greystone Street will be closed to 
accommodate the scaffolding. 


Radiographer struck 
off after x-ray gaffes 

A RADIOGRAPHER who made 
a series of errors at Dudley’s 
Russells Hall Hospital - includ¬ 
ing giving an X-ray to the wrong 
child and forgetting to put an 
arm brace back on a patient - 
has been struck off. 

Health bosses took action over 
Blessing Chabvamurambo after her 
failings were brought to light. 

The radiographer had previously been 
given a final warning after performing an 
X-ray on the wrong child in July 2012. 

A Health and Care Professions Coun¬ 
cil hearing was told she took only partial 
identity checks before taking the child in 
for X-ray. She then received a call asking 
why the actual patient waiting to be seen 
had not yet been treated. 

Almost a year later, in April 2013, the 
radiographer made another serious gaffe 
when an arm brace which was removed 
from a patient with a fractured wrist was 
not returned after going for X-ray. Mrs 
Chabvamurambo left for the day without 
re-attaching it. 

Mistakes 

On the same shift, she produced an X-ray 
image which was not of diagnostic quality 
- and then did not carry out the required 
X-ray or mention it when she finished her 
shift, the panel heard. 

The radiographer was struck off for 12 
months after experts decided she was not 
fit to work in hospitals as they could not 
be confident she would not make more mis¬ 
takes. 

The panel said she had ‘failed to identify 
in what way she has addressed her lack of 
competence and how the failings would not 
be repeated in the future’. 

Mrs Chabvamurambo, who did not at¬ 
tend the hearing, had worked for the Dud¬ 
ley Group NHS Foundation Trust since 
2010 until she resigned in June 2013. 

Following the hearing, panel chair Jen¬ 
nifer Rogers said: “The panel was of the 
view that Mrs Chabvamurambo’s fitness 
to practise remains impaired. She has yet 
to demonstrate that she has remedied the 
failings that were identified by the previous 
panel.” 

The Dudley Group NHS Foundation 
Trust declined to comment. 



County Wallpapers has become a Sedgley landmark, occupying a former cinema and drill hall 


ONE of Sedgley’s oldest and most 
distinctive shops will close its doors 
for the final time this weekend. 

County Wallpapers, in Dudley 
Road, is shutting after 55 years of 
trading in the village. 

Owner Deborah Evans is retiring 
from running the wallpaper and 
paint specialists which was started 
by her father Debney Fuidge in 
Droitich in 1951. The business 
moved to Sedgley in 1961 in the 
former Picture House cinema, re¬ 
named Wallpaper House. 


Mrs Evans, whose husband Tre¬ 
vor retired from County Wallpa¬ 
pers 15 years ago, said that this 
weekend will be the final days of 
trading for the shop, which was 
open seven days a week. 

Showroom 

She said that the building had 
been sold to Dudley business Fur¬ 
niture for the Home, which cur¬ 
rently trades online and plans to 
make the old cinema its showroom. 
It is due to open before Christmas. 


Mrs Evans said it was sad to be 
closing the family business, but 
three of the members of staff were 
also retiring and only two would be 
seeking new jobs. 

“It has come to the natural time 
to stop. It is the end of an era, but 
the time is right,” said Mrs Evans. 
“I wish the new people, who are 
local as well, every success.” 

Mrs Evans said they had received 
a touching farewell presentation 
from Dulux for whom they had 
been an advice centre for years. 


Dangerous 
wrong-way 
driver sent 
to prison 

A BANNED motorist drove into trouble 
when he was spotted at the wheel of a 
car in an area of Sandwell from which 
he was banned, a judge heard. 

He later drove on the wrong side of 
the road and the wrong way around a 
roundabout to evade capture. 

Klinton Sulag, from Tividale, was 
in breach of an Anti Social Behaviour 
Order when spotted in Smethwick. 

He ignored an order to stop by police 
officers and accelerated away from the 
patrol which saw him in Suffrage Street 
on August 17. 

The VW Golf driven by the 23-year-old 
was seen the following day on Oldbury 
Ringway, said Mrs Sati Ruck, prosecut¬ 
ing. Sulag suddenly threw the car into 
reverse as a police officer walked to¬ 
wards the stationary saloon. 

The defendant made a U-turn, crossed 
the central reservation and drove off at 
speed, breaking the 30mph speed limit, 
driving on the wrong side of the road and 
the wrong way around a traffic island. 

He was arrested after being spotted 
walking along the side of the road soon 
afterwards. The Golf was found nearby. 

Miss Jodie Smith, defending, said: 
“The driving fell well below the expected 
standard but thankfully no injury was 
caused.” 

Sulag, from Poplar Avenue, admitted 
dangerous driving, driving whilst dis¬ 
qualified and breaching the terms of an 
Anti Social Behaviour Order. 

He was jailed for 15 months and 
banned from driving for a further three 
years. 

Travellers move 
after injunction 

A TRAVELLERS’ camp in Wordsley 
Park has been moved after a council in¬ 
junction was served. 

About half a dozen caravans de¬ 
scended on the beauty spot just off 
Lawnswood Avenue and were moved 
on some four days later, last Thursday 
afternoon. 

Councillor Paul Brothwood said: “It is 
local communities that are left with the 
bill for removal of waste. Unauthorised 
traveller sites should be made a crimi¬ 
nal offence, which would allow swift 
action and act as a deterrent. It’s just 
not fair on local residents. The council is 
not hush with cash and it becomes very 
costly. They’re trespassing on property 
which they shouldn’t be on.” 

Travellers were also recently moved 
from Turner’s Lane, Amblecote.

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Pervert is 
jailed after 
grooming 
teenager 

A 33-YEAR-OLD pervert from Dudley 
who had sex with a girl aged 14 sever¬ 
al times has been jailed for more than 
seven years. 

Stuart Edmonds groomed the teen¬ 
ager with text messages before invit¬ 
ing her back to his flat in Dudley in 
January 2015, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. 

They had sex on up to ten occasions 
before the girl finally told her mother 
what was going on, said Mr Stuart 
McCartney, prosecuting. 

Mr Stephen Hamblett, defending, 
said the offences were committed 
after the defendant turned to drink 
and drugs following a split from his 
partner. 


Text 

Edmonds, now of no fixed address, 
admitted three specimen charges of 
sexual activity with a child. 

Judge Amjad Nawaz jailed him 
for seven and a half years. He told 
Edmonds: “You sent text messages 
while grooming her. The age gap was 
substantial and you are a dangerous 
man.” 

He ordered that Edmonds be mon¬ 
itored for four years longer than nor¬ 
mal after being regarded as suitable 
for release by a parole board. 

The defendant was also made the 
subject of a Sexual Prevention Order 
and was put on the Sex Offenders 
Register for life. 


Scissors threat 
to bank cashier 

A THUG threatened a cashier with a 
pair of scissors during a robbery at a 
branch of Lloyds Bank in the Black 
Country. 

The crook struck at the bank in 
Cradley Heath at around 10.20am on 
September 20. Brandishing a pair of 
scissors he demanded money from the 
cashier at the High Street branch. 

Kate Baker, for West Midlands Po¬ 
lice, said: “A man demanded money 
from a cashier before fleeing with a 
quantity of cash.”

Tributes to referee who reached the top 



Whistle in hand, cup final ref Ken Burns 


FROM Buffery Park in Dudley to the 
European Cup at Bayern Munich’s 
Olympiastadion Munchen less than 
20 years later - Black Country referee 
Ken Burns was a football official who 
rose to the very top of his game. 

He is also believed to have been the 
youngest league referee, officiating a 
game at Mansfield Town’s Field Mill 
aged 30. 

The 85-year-old, who retired form 
officiating in 1978, has died following 
a battle with cancer. He lived in the 
Stourbridge area all his life. 

He served for 17 years as a football 


league referee and nine years at inter¬ 
national level. 

His brother, Peter Burns, said: 
“He liked to see fair play, he always 
wanted to let sides play without the 
constant blowing of the whistle. 

“He wanted the crowd to be enter¬ 
tained but, of course, being a referee, 
there was sometimes controversy.” 

Ken was born in Dudley in 1931, 
and attended Dudley Grammar 
School. He played football locally for 
a team called Blowers Green Rangers. 

He was called up to National Ser¬ 
vice aged 18 and was stationed in 


Bishops Auckland, where he contin¬ 
ued to play until injury. 

Arguably the most famous game he 
officiated was the FA Cup Final be¬ 
tween Leeds and Sunderland in 1973. 
He also officiated three European 
Cup quarter finals including Bayern 
Munich’s victory against Ajax in 1973. 

He was President of the Referees’ 
Association for 10 years between 1972 
to 82 and later a referee assessor for 
FIFA. 

His borther Peter added: “He was 
a tremendous person who was dedi¬ 
cated to the game.” 


Scientist is making a 
stand against cancer 


A SCIENTIST from Stourbridge, who is 
researching ways to improve cancer 
treatment, has teamed up with a na¬ 
tional charity and TV’s Channel 4 after 
surviving the disease herself. 

Dr Beth Lucas, aged 27, was diagnosed with 
Hodgkin lymphoma at the age of 24, while in 
the final year of her PhD at the University of 
Birmingham. 

Working with Professor Graham Anderson and 
Dr William Jenkinson at the University of Bir¬ 
mingham, Beth’s research receives support from 
the Stand Up To Cancer campaign. It seeks to ben¬ 
efit patients who need bone marrow transplants as 
part of their treatment. 

Beth, who is in remission, is aware that she 
may need a bone marrow transplant if her cancer 
returns. She first noticed something was wrong 
in September 2014 when she discovered a lump 
near her collarbone. She said: “It felt a bit like an 
olive under my skin but you couldn’t see it. I had 
no other symptoms except for itchy skin, which at 
the time I’d attributed to an allergy. I became con¬ 
cerned it might be lymphoma. 

“Once the initial shock was over, I tried to put 
a brake on the emotions because I knew I had to 
get through whatever was needed to save my life.” 

Chemotherapy 

Beth was treated with chemotherapy for four 
months, leaving her tired and nauseous and re¬ 
sulting in hair loss. The treatment weakened her 
immune system, which meant she was highly sus¬ 
ceptible to infections. 

“In addition to coming to terms with my diagno¬ 
sis, I also had to think about my future fertility,” 
said Beth. “I always knew I would want to start a 
family at some point and was given the opportunity 
to freeze eggs or embryos before starting chemo¬ 
therapy. It was suddenly a critical decision that 
needed to be made quickly.” 

After completing her PhD, Beth went on to 
work as a post-doctoral research fellow under Prof 
Anderson, looking at ways to boost the immune 
system following stem cell transplantation. Their 
work is supported by Stand Up To Cancer, as well 
as the Medical Research Council. 

“I’m passionate about wanting to make a differ¬ 
ence in medical research,” said Beth. “Being a pa¬ 
tient myself has reinforced the importance of the 
research we’re doing.” 

Launched in 2012, Stand Up To Cancer has 
raised more than £25 million towards innovation in 
cancer treatment. Channel 4 will devote an evening 
of live TV coverage to the campaign on October 21.

He has offered to support local 
bids for funding. 

Mr Austin said: “Black Coun¬ 
try people are the most generous

“Working with local groups 
we’ve managed to get funding 
for sports clubs, schools and 
parks. Applying for one of these 
funds could help get a new pro¬ 
ject off the ground, so I’m ready 
to throw my support behind any 
local groups who are interested 
in making a bid.”

HOW low interest rates work. A friend 
foolishly forgot to take a bag to the super¬ 
market and had to buy a plastic bag for 5p.

The 
population is growing older and the num¬ 
ber of centenarians increases by hundreds 
every year. Believe it or not, there are more 
than 14,000 British people alive today 
who were alive in September 1916 when 
Private Smith was alive. Not so long ago, 
after all. 

OUR trip to Yorkshire caught one of 
those wonderful Indian summer weekends. 
The Dales shimmered in the heat and ca- 
nalside Skipton 
was as pretty 
as a little Venice 
and nowhere 
near as smelly. 
We stayed in 
a cottage by a 
swing-bridge 
on the Leeds 
& Liverpool ca¬ 
nal and sipped 
chilled wine in a grime-stained 
stone courtyard as the narrowboats bur¬ 
bled by. What is it about boats? The mo¬ 
ment people climb aboard they start wav¬ 
ing at other people. If you were both on 
solid ground and this close, folk would 
think you mad. But bring a boat into the 
equation and the waving begins. Cooeey! 
Most odd.

A PERVERT who took pictures up 
the skirts of women after cornering 
them on trains and buses has been 
jailed for four years. 

Robert Osbourne was branded 
a danger to the public and will be 
closely monitored on his release from 
prison.

School leaders were also keen to show pupils people 
can still achieve their dreams despite suffering adver¬ 
sity. 

Teacher Rose White said: “We wanted him to come in 


following the end of the Paralympics as he has carried 
the torch for both the Olympics and the Paralympics and 
we asked if he would bring his torch with him. 

“One of the children asked him how long it has been 
since he was injured and what the weight of the torch 
was. 

“The main ethos of Karl coming in was ‘you can do it’ 
and that you can overcome anything.” 

Since leaving the army Karl has dedicated much of 
his time to fundraising for the charity at Birmingham’s 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital, completing several races, in¬ 
cluding in the Alps and Bavarian mountains.

Thief jailed 
after bid to 
sell stolen 
Xbox console 

A PROLIFIC thief caught red-handed 
trying to sell stolen property has been 
locked up for 20 months. 

Lee Bastable offered an Xbox for 
sale to staff at a shop in the Merry 
Hill Shopping Centre on March 21, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court was 
told. 

When the games console’s serial 
number was checked it was found to 
have been stolen during a break-in at 
a house three days earlier and the po¬ 
lice were called, explained Mr Howard 
Searle, prosecuting. 

The 33-year-old defendant was ar¬ 
rested and a search of his home un¬ 
earthed electrical equipment taken 
during another burglary. 

In addition, Bastable was later iden¬ 
tified through CCTV footage taken at 
a store in Blackheath on February 16 
where he unsuccessfully tried to sell 
a laptop and camera that had been 
taken in a burglary earlier the same 
day. 

Screwdriver 

The defendant had also been seen 
on January 31 attempting to break 
into a house in Beeches Road, Black- 
heath, using a screwdriver found in a 
garden shed. 

He gave up and fled after realising 
he had been spotted by a neighbour 
who later identified him as the culprit. 

Bastable, of Frederick Court, High- 
gate Road, Walsall pleaded guilty to 
handling stolen property and to at¬ 
tempted burglary and was jailed by 
Judge Marcus Tregilgas-Davey.

Drug stench leads 
police to cannabis 

POLICE discovered £430,000 worth 
of cannabis during a raid at a drugs 
factory in Dudley, leading to two ar¬ 
rests after officers followed their nos¬ 
es. 

A total of 861 plants were found at 
two properties in Stourbridge Road, 
Russells Hall, on September 20. 

A strong smell led police to the 
drugs, officers said. 

The raid was a joint operation con¬ 
ducted by officers from Dudley, West 
Midlands Police Cannabis Team and 
helicopter crews from the National 
Police Air Service, which is based in 
Birmingham. 

The cannabis factory was spread 
across seven rooms. Police officers 
said 48,600 watts of stolen electricity 
was used to cultivate the plants.

One in five shops are sitting empty 


MORE than one in five shops in Dudley town centre 
are sitting empty, shocking figures have revealed. 

A report from the Local Data Company (LDC) 
shows a slight rise from 20 per cent last year to 20.1 
per cent of shops being empty. It ranks Dudley as 
the fifth worst ‘medium sized centre’ - 200 to 400 
shops - in the country. 

Stourbridge fairs better with a vacancy rate of 
15.5 per cent while other large neighbouring towns 
such as West Bromwich has a quarter (24.7) of its 
shops empty and Wolverhampton has 21.8 per cent 
of stores shut, although the city is undergoing a 
major revamp at its Mander Centre. 

Walsall is the worst of the Black Country towns 
for shopping with a rate of 27.6 per cent of empty 


retail premises ranking it sixth worst in the entire 
country. 

At the other end of the scale, Smethwick has only 
11.4 per cent of units gathering cobwebs. 

Overall in the UK the proportion of empty shops 
has fallen from 13.3 per cent last year to 12.3per 
cent. 

Ninder Johal, board member of the Black Coun¬ 
try Local Enterprise Partnership (LEP) and former 
President of the Black Country Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, said: “Obviously we want to see a lower 
vacancy rate. The High Street is going through a 
transformation now. It is not how it used to be be¬ 
cause more people are going online. 

“We are seeing the out-of town-shopping com¬ 


plexes are also struggling now, again because more 
and more people prefer to buy online. This isn’t just 
about the High Street. 

“But work is being done by the LEP to improve 
the situation, and we think it will recover. In terms 
of the High Street we need to come up with some¬ 
thing that people can do and buy there which they 
can’t do online.” 

Matthew Hopkinson, director at LDC, said: 
“Growth slackened significantly in the half year 
leading up to the referendum at the end of June, 
taking the steam out of the gentle improvement by 
2.3per cent since 2011. Since the end of June we 
have seen the vacancy rate in leisure outlets inch 
upwards.” 


England boss will unveil 
tribute to football hero 



DUDLEY-BORN England manager Sam 
Allardyce is set to unveil a blue plaque 
commemorating Dudley footballing 
hero Duncan Edwards. 

The ceremony is due to take place at the 
Pavilion in Priory Park, Dudley, on Saturday. 

Duncan Edwards lived on the Priory estate and 
signed for Manchester United as a teenager. 

He became the youngest player to play in the 
Football League First Division and then the young¬ 
est England player since the Second World War. 

His life was tragically cut short as a result of in¬ 
juries sustained in the Munich Air Crash in Feb¬ 
ruary 1958. The disaster claimed the lives of 23 
people, including seven of Duncan’s team mates 
from the celebrated ‘Busby Babes’ team. 

Sam Allardyce, known as ‘Big Sam’, was born 
on the Old Park Farm Estate, Dudley, and spent 
his youth playing for Dudley Town before training 
with West Bromwich Albion and Wolverhampton 
Wanderers. He carved out a career as a professional 
footballer and team manager before been named 
England manager earlier this year. 

He said: “On behalf of The FA and England, it is 
a great honour for me to be asked to take part in 
such a noteworthy occasion. I look forward to see¬ 
ing many familiar faces as we commemorate one of 
English football’s greatest ever players.” 

Funds 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin has worked with 
Councillor Dave Tyler, of Dudley Council, and res¬ 
idents to honour Duncan Edwards with the plaque 
at Priory Park. Funds for the plaque were provided 
by Manchester United, Wolves and Albion plus 
local residents and football fans. The plaque has 
been designed by Dudley artist Steve Field. 

Mr Austin said: “For anyone like me, who grew 
up in Dudley, the name of Duncan Edwards is syn¬ 
onymous with the town and your childhood - your 
school competed for the Duncan Edwards Cup and 
you saw the stained glass windows at St Francis’s 
Church. We are grateful for the generous dona¬ 
tions from local people and Manchester United FC, 
Wolverhampton Wanderers and West Bromwich 
Albion to enable local hero Duncan Edwards to be 
commemorated with a blue plaque.” 

The football legend is also honoured by Dudley 
with a statue in the town centre. 

Meanwhile, big names from the world of football 
will be at the star-studded Duncan Edwards Char¬ 
ity Gala at Brierley Hill Civic Hall on Saturday 
evening, on what would have been the footballer’s 
80th birthday. Special guests are set to include 
Bryan Robson, Norman Whiteside and Bob Taylor.

IN the crucible of informed and rea¬

Their Twitter feed is packed with pho¬ 
tos of errant van drivers and traffic-man¬ 
agement schemes.

I think the gist of their message is that 
cycling is virtuous, to be encouraged at 
all costs, and that there are never bad cy¬ 
clists, only bad drivers. 

I’ve seen a fair few of both over the 
years, and don’t have much sympathy 
with either.

There were a total of 220 delegates from vil¬ 
lages, towns and urban communities attend¬ 
ing the presentation in the Church Rooms of 
the Parish Church of Aldridge. 

Also there were 43 entrants in the hotel and 
pub grounds category and 18 from parks, cem¬ 
eteries and crematoriums. 

Effort 

Chairman of Heart of England in Bloom, 
Roger Bache stated “Entrants give a lot of 
time and effort to make where they live and 
work a nicer, safer place to be and are very 
proud when they receive their prestigious 
awards.” 

Heart of England in Bloom is the regional 
element of the Britain in Bloom Campaign 
organised by the Royal Horticultural Society, 
RHS, which encourages communities to work 
together to improve and enhance their local 
environment. 

For the second time Halesowen was among 
the gold award winners. 

Eve O’Conner, chairman of Halesowen in 
Bloom, hailed the help of community volun¬ 
teers in Halesowen’s bid to securing the top 
prize. She said: “Everybody put a lot of hard 
work into getting the award, and a lot of vol¬ 


unteers contributed to getting the gold by 
doing all sorts of jobs throughout Halesowen 
to ensure we achieved the mark. 

“Volunteers constructed a 20ft narrow boat, 
which will now reside in the town for a num¬ 
ber of years for people to enjoy. It was a bloom¬ 
ing show stopper for us. 

“It was a community competition, everyone 
worked together and it was like glue, bringing 
everybody together.” 

Meanwhile it was double success for Staf¬ 
ford in the parks category. Victoria Park 


claimed a silver while Stonefield Park earned 
a silver-gilt. 

Borough councillor Mike Smith, cabinet 
member for leisure, said: “This is a fantastic 
achievement. A tremendous amount of hard 
work is put in to ensure our parks rank among 
the very best in the country.” 

Among the other winners in the villages, 
towns, urban communities and cities catego¬ 
ries was Aldridge which was named winners 
in its respective categories. 

Gold winners included Bridgnorth, Brown- 


hills, Halesowen and Stone. Silver-gilt hon¬ 
ours went to Lichfield, Bloxwich, Colwich &

Bridgnorth’s The Old Castle Inn. 

The Red Lion in Little Haywood and The 
Royal Tiger in Wednesfield celebrated sil¬ 
ver-gilts, while The George Hotel in Bewdley 
was awarded a silver.

Following the Heart of England in Bloom 
competition, overall winners in each category 
go through to the national finals, also held by 
the Royal Horticultural Society. 

Other category winners were Biddulph in 
Staffordshire which won in the large town 
group. Birmingham City Council won in the 
large city band. Newcastle-under-Lyme won in 
the small city band. Studley in Warwickshire 
won in the small town group, Uttoxeter won in 
the town category. 

Upton-upon-Severn in Worcestershire 
picked up gold in the large village category. 

It has also been a proud month for garden¬ 
ers, allotment keepers, and green fingered 
residents as hundreds had their work recog¬ 
nised at another awards ceremony - the Heart 
of England In Bloom and Royal Horticultural 
Society’s It’s Your Neighbourhood Awards 
held in Ludlow. 

Groups in Albrighton, Shrewsbury and Tel¬ 
ford bagged recognition among the 142 groups 
and projects across the Midlands.

FIVE people, including two 
ambulance staff, were taken 
to hospital as a precaution¬ 
ary measure after 200 litres 
of acid spilled from a lorry in 
Coseley. 

Residents and businesses were 
urged to keep doors and windows 
closed after the spillage on Monday. 

Seventy firefighters from West Mid¬ 
lands Fire Service worked alongside 
Environment Agency staff to contain 
the spill in Anchor Lane. 

Emergency services were called at 
11.38am after reports hydrochloric 


acid was pouring from a tank on the 
lorry. A container on the HGV, which 
had a 1,000 litre capacity, split as 
the vehicle drove down Anchor Lane. 
Some of the acid made its way into 
nearby water courses. 

Pedestrian 

Two ambulance staff, a pedestrian, 
the driver of the lorry, and a worker 
from Amey, a nearby company, were 
taken to hospital as a precautionary 
measure. 

Roads were closed as firefighters 
worked to contain the spillage. 

Lee Baker, fire station commander 


at Bournbrook and Woodgate Valley, 
said the five were taken to hospital be¬ 
cause a vapour cloud from the spillage 
caused breathing difficulties. 

Dozens of vehicles from the emer¬ 
gency services were at the scene as the 
clean-up began. The fire service’s Haz- 
mat team were using specialist equip¬ 
ment to deal with the spillage. 

Motorists faced delays as Meadow 
Lane, Shaw Road and Biddings Lane 
were closed, affecting the Birmingham 
New Road and Black Country Route. 

Staff from the nearby premises of 
Amey had helped limit the damage to 
the environment, added Mr Baker.

Jail term cut for cruel 
and violent daughter 


A CRUEL daughter who 
fleeced her 82-year-old father 
out of £17,500, and kicked 
and punched him during a vi¬ 
cious attack at his home, has 
had her jail term reduced. 

Davina Delo, aged 48, of Ivanhoe 
Street, Dudley, assumed control of 
David Glass’ finances in 2009 af¬ 
ter the death of 
his wife. 

After she mar¬ 
ried David Joseph 
Delo, 44, of Brook 
Street, Dudley, 
they moved in 
with her father in 
Telford. 

Between May 
2011 and June 
2014, she with¬ 
drew around 
£17,500 from the 
widower’s ac¬ 
count, Mrs Jus¬ 
tice Simler told 
London’s Appeal 
Court. 

She spent the 
money on herself and her husband, 
mostly on alcohol and cigarettes. Her 
father’s household bills went unpaid, 
resulting in utilities being cut off and 
large debts, and the house became 
‘shoddy and squalid’. 

Funeral 

In June 2014, a funeral and wake 
took place following the death of 
Davina Delo’s young son, the judge 
said. 

There was a disagreement between 
Mr Glass and his daughter and son-in- 
law and the older man went home. 

After consuming alcohol the couple 
went home too and, after Mr Glass re¬ 
fused to let them back in, David Delo 
repeatedly punched him.

Davina Delo then kicked her father 
to the face and head and, even after a 
neighbour helped him to his feet, she 
punched him once more. 

Mr Glass said he would ‘never re¬ 
cover’ psychologically. 

He left his home and went to live 
with another daughter. 

Davina Delo admitted assault occa¬ 
sioning actual bodily harm and fraud 
and was locked up for six years three 
months at Shrewsbury Crown Court 
on August 26 last year. 

The judge who jailed her described 
her crimes as ‘shocking’ and pointed 


to the ‘systematic exploitation’ of her 
‘vulnerable’ father. 

But her lawyers argued her punish¬ 
ment was too tough and three Appeal 
Court judges this week cut her sen¬ 
tence to five years four months. Mrs 
Justice Simler, sitting with Lord Jus¬ 
tice Burnett and Mr Justice William 
Davis, said the sentence for the fraud 
offence was too long. 

David Delo had been jailed for three 
years seven months after admitting as¬ 
sault occasioning actual bodily harm. 
Dismissing his appeal, the judge said 
his punishment was ‘not excessive’.

It 
annoys me that people could think to 
rob a pensioner, let alone one who was 
terminally ill. The fundraising page 
runs for another 22 days. I’ll make 
sure every penny is given to Roy and 
his lovely wife Maureen.”

Boys behind girls 
after primary school 

BOYS tend to be trailing behind girls by the time the 
finish primary school, according to new figures. 

Key Stage 2 assessments for each local authority in the 
Black Country show girls outperformed boys in achiev¬ 
ing the expected standard by the time they were 11. 

Pupils tested in Wolverhampton showed the best per¬ 
formance locally with 52 per cent of children achieving 
the expected standards in reading, writing and maths, 
according to Department for Education figures. But the 
gender gap was apparent with 56 per cent of girls achiev¬ 
ing those results compared with 48 per cent of boys. 

This year’s are the first results from the new more 
challenging national curriculum introduced in 2014. 

Less than half of pupils achieved expected standards 
in three Black Country boroughs. In Sandwell it was 49 
per cent of pupils, in Dudley 48 per cent and in Walsall 
46 per cent. The difference between the genders was 
marked. Only 43 per cent of boys attained the expected 
standards in Dudley but for girls it was 54 per cent. 
Stoke and Birmingham were joint worst locally with only 
45 per cent of children getting the expected standard. 
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Police boss 
says give 
phone fines 
to the force 


INCREASED fines from motorists using mo¬ 
bile phones behind the wheel should be giv¬ 
en to police forces, the West Midlands Police 
and Crime Commissioner has said. 

David Jamieson, who as minister for road safety 
a decade ago first introduced fines for the offence, 
says the money raised should be ploughed back into 


road safety projects. 

He has written to Trans¬ 
port Secretary Chris Gray¬ 
ling over the issues after 
fines for motorists using 
mobile phones while driving 
were doubled to £200. 

He warned that the 
force’s attempts to enforce 
the law will be hindered by 
lack of funds and resources. 

He wrote: “I would ask 
that you work with your 
colleagues at the Home 
Office and Treasury to rec¬ 
ognise that further cuts to 
our police force will cripple 
its capacity to enforce the 
Department for Transport’s 
commendable new meas¬ 
ures. 

Enforcement 

“Furthermore, enforce¬ 
ment would be aided by 
the redirection of penalty 
fine proceeds to local police 
forces for the purpose of 
enforcement of road safety 
measures, in the same way 
that fines yielded from speed 
camera detections were be¬ 
tween 2001 and 2010. These 
funds could be ring-fenced 
for road safety, so that of¬ 
fenders pay for enforcement 
instead of tax payers.” 

Under the stricter meas¬ 
ures, newly qualified driv¬ 
ers, who have a ceiling of 
six points for their first two

years on the road, could im¬ 
mediately lose their licence 
if they are caught. 

The tougher sanctions 
are being brought in amid 
mounting concern about a 
lack of prosecutions and con¬ 
victions and a failure of the 
public to take the offence of 
using a mobile phone while 
driving seriously. 

Department for Trans¬ 
port says a disproportion¬ 
ate number of those caught 
using their phones behind 
the wheel were young, or 
new drivers, or both. 

The increase in sanctions 
comes as Ministry of Justice 
data for the past 10 years 
show the number of pros¬ 
ecutions have halved since 
2010, with 17,586 motorists 
charged in 2015 compared 
with 35,255 in 2010. The 
number of convictions has 
also halved as have fines im¬ 
posed by the courts. 

The department said that 
of 88 deaths caused by dis¬ 
tractions in 2012, 17 were 
because of mobile use . In 
2014 this had risen to 21 
fatal accidents and 22 in 
2015. Nobody was jailed as 
a result of any of those ac¬ 
cidents. 


MP backing German 
thalidomide move 


A BLACK Country MP has backed a campaign for people 
affected by thalidomide to get fair compensation. 

The drug, which was developed by German pharmaceu¬ 
tical company Chemie Grunenthal in 1954, was proven to 
cause birth defects whcih affected 2,000 British babies. 

The German government has accepted that British tha- 
lidomiders are now entitled to apply for compensation but 
the process requires X-rays, proof of the mother’s ingestion 
of thalidomide and countless medical tests. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin has signed a letter to the 
German Chancellor Angela Merkel calling for the process 
to be reformed. He said: “I welcome the German govern¬ 
ment’s commitment to compensating people affected by 
thalidomide here in Britain, but the difficulty of applying 
for compensation will mean that many lose out. I’m back¬ 
ing calls for an alternative application process that makes 
it easier to get the compensation they deserve.”

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Tennis ace Jordanne 
gets university honour 


BRITAIN’S number one wheelchair 
tennis player Jordanne Whiley MBE 
has been awarded an honorary de¬ 
gree from the University of Wolver¬ 
hampton. 

The Honorary Doctorate of Let¬ 
ters was presented in recognition of 
her achievements as a wheelchair 
tennis player by the Faculty of Edu¬ 
cation, Health and Wellbeing. 

The Halesowen-born Paralympic 
medallist, who returned from Rio 
with her bronze medal, said she was 
humbled to have received her award. 

Inspire 

Speaking after receiving her 
award at Wolverhampton’s Grand 
Theatre, she said: “I can’t thank 
the University of Wolverhampton 
enough for presenting me with this 
Honorary Degree. It is something 
that I never expected as I’ve never 
been to university. 

“It’s amazing and I am extremely 
humbled by the whole thing. I hope 
my story can inspire others - you 
don’t have to look a certain way to 
be successful and be happy.” 

Jordanne is a Paralympic wheel¬ 
chair tennis player who was born 
with brittle bone disease, which 
means she has broken her legs more 
than 26 times. 


At 14 she became the youngest na¬ 
tional champion and at 16 she quali¬ 
fied for the Beijing Paralympics. 

In 2012 she became the first 
woman, alongside her doubles part¬ 
ner, to win a Paralympic bronze 
medal in wheelchair tennis. 

In 2014 she and her Japanese dou¬ 
bles partner Yui Kamiji netted their 
first ever grand slam title winning 
the Australian open, and making 
history by winning all four grand 
slams in one year - the first time a 
British player has won all titles in 
grand slam competitions. 

In 2015 Jordanne won her first 
grand slam singles title at the US 
Open, beating her doubles partner 
and defending champion in the final. 
A month later she was awarded an 
MBE for her services to wheelchair 
tennis. 

Now 24 and ranked number three 
in the world, she has nine grand 
slam titles to her name which makes 
her the most decorated British ten¬ 
nis player of all time. 

Speaking about Team GB’s efforts 
at the Paralympics in Rio she said: 
“Team GB have done incredible. To 
contribute to that with my bronze is 
really special as well.”

Under-age booze 
sale traders have 
lost liquor licences 

TWO shopkeepers have been fined and stripped of their 
licences after selling alcohol to two 15-year-olds. 

A member of staff at the SSK Convenience Store in 
Church Street, Pensnett, sold lager during a routine test 
purchase exercise which was carried out by Dudley trad¬ 
ing standards in January 2016. 

Dudley licensing committee revoked the premise’s li¬ 
cence in April. The decision was appealed against, but 
that was later dismissed and the licence remains re¬ 
voked. 

Thanikan Packiyanathan, aged 35, of Teasel Avenue, 
Milton Keynes, is the holder of the premise’s licence. He 
failed to attend the court hearing and was found guilty 
in his absence of three offences under the Licensing Act 
2003, including selling alcohol to a child and not display¬ 
ing his licence on the premises. 

He was fined £440 and ordered to pay costs of £539 
and a victim surcharge of £44. 

Pirashanthakumar Thangarasa, 21, of Hackle Lane, 
Kings Heath, who was the designated premises supervi¬ 
sor, pleaded guilty to the sale of alcohol to a child. 

He was fined £180 and ordered to pay costs of £539 
and a victim surcharge of £30. He was also stripped of 
his personal licence. 

Councillor Rachel Harris, Dudley Council’s cabinet 
member for health and wellbeing, said: “Shop staff must 
be trained and supervised to ensure that ID is always 
asked for if a purchaser looks under 25 and the sale re¬ 
fused if no ID is produced. We won’t hesitate to prose¬ 
cute where shop keepers are not diligent.” 


GP surgery 
is rated 
inadequate 
for safety 

A GP surgery has been rated inadequatfffor 
safety by a health watchdog. 

A lack of criminal background checks, concerns 
over cervical cancer test results, and an absence of 
infection control training were all identified by CQC 
inspectors at the Dr W Porter surgery, also known 
as St James Medical Practice on Malthouse Drive 


in Dudley. 

The surgery has more 
than 2,200 patients, accord¬ 
ing to NHS Choices. 

The CQC report states: 
“We found many gaps in the 
record keeping for staff files. 

Records were not in place 
to provide assurance that 
appropriate recruitment 
checks had been completed 
for both non-clinical and 
clinical members of the 
practice team. 

“We also found that there 
were no records of com¬ 
pleted DBS checks for mem¬ 
bers of the nursing team.” 

Medicines 

It continued: “Uptake for 
cervical screening was below 
average, during our inspec¬ 
tion we also found that the 
practice did not consistently 
follow an effective fail-safe 
system for cervical screen¬ 
ing tests to ensure that test 
results had been received 
for every sample sent by the 
practice.” 

The CQC inspectors also 
reported that improvements 
are needed in the monitor¬ 
ing of high-risk medicines. 

As well as the ‘inade¬ 
quate’ rating for safety, 
the practice was graded 
‘requires improvement for 
effectiveness of services and

whether services are well- 
led’. 

“We found that essential 
training such as infection 
control principles was not 
included in the induction 
programme,” the report 
stated in relation to whether 
services are effective. 

Highlighting the leader¬ 
ship concerns, the CQC re¬ 
port added: “We found that 
in some areas governance 
arrangements were not 
robust.” However the GP 
surgery was rated as good 
for being both caring and 
responsive. 

Praising the practice, 
the CQC inspectors added: 
“Staff spoken with demon¬ 
strated a commitment to 
providing a high-quality 
service. 

“Throughout our inspec¬ 
tion there was a strong 
theme of positive feedback 
from staff and staff com¬ 
mented that they felt valued 
and part of a close practice 
team. The practice encour¬ 
aged a culture of openness 
and honesty.” 

The surgery was con¬ 
tacted for a response to the 
report but none received by 
the time of going to print.

Local community pharmacy teams in 
the Dudley area have begun offering 
free NHS flu jabs following last year’s 
successful national pharmacy flu 
vaccination scheme. 

Nearly 600,000 people chose to have their 
flu jab administered in a community pharmacy 
during 2015/16. 

Once again all adults aged 65 years and over, 
and those aged 18 years or over and in clinical 
risk groups, can receive a free NHS flu jab at 
community pharmacies across the area, often 
without the need for an appointment. People 
in at-risk groups include pregnant women and 
those with certain medical conditions including 
asthma and diabetes. 

Pharmacists will be providing the same 
flu vaccination as those offered by GPs and 
patients can be assured that their GP practice 
will be notified that they have been vaccinated. 

Feedback 

NHS flu vaccination services provided by 
community pharmacists have shown that the 
convenience of pharmacy’s walk in service 
gives the NHS benefits in increasing uptake 
of the vaccine in eligible groups of people 
and helping meet World Health Organisation 
vaccination targets. Patients have been 
overwhelmingly positive in their feedback on 
the pharmacy services in the past. 

Community pharmacists in 7,195 
pharmacies across England provided 
595,467 vaccinations to patients under the 
national NHS Flu Vaccination Service in 
2015/16. On average, 83 vaccinations were 
carried out by each participating pharmacy, 


although two pharmacists greatly exceeded 
this by completing more than 1,000 NHS 
flu vaccinations each. Local community 
pharmacist Florid Ahmed said: “I am really 
excited about the start of this year’s Flu 
Vaccination Service. 

“I have been offering vaccinations and other 
public health services for several years and 
my patients have been extremely positive 


about these. There is so much that community 
pharmacists and their teams can do to help 
people with their medicines and their health.” 

Stephen Noble, a member of Dudley Local 
Pharmaceutical Committee, said: “Community 
pharmacy provision of NHS flu vaccinations this 
flu season means that once again many eligible 
adult patients will have greater access to this 
service. Many people may choose pharmacy 


because they are unable to attend GP clinics 
due to factors such as their work hours and 
because they can visit pharmacies in a variety 
of locations and without the need to book an 
appointment. 

“Community pharmacies are the most 
accessible healthcare locations; we offer 
convenient access to medicines and a 
range of services without the need for an 


appointment. This will be of particular value in 
flu vaccinations, where we can really help the 
NHS to meet its vaccination targets. 

“In 2015/16, more than 60 per cent of all 
community pharmacies in England provided 
the national service to almost 600,000 people. 
This shows that patients value the convenience 
of being able to choose to have their NHS flu 
vaccination from their local pharmacy.”

We 
had two firefighters wearing breathing apparatus. We used 
two hose reel jets to tackle the blaze. 

“The incident was believed to have been started deliber¬ 
ately. Fire crews left the scene at around 5.15am.”

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Armed police 
for conference 

ARMED officers, road blocks and vehicle 
spot checks will be in place when West Mid¬ 
lands Police biggest security operation of 
the year gets under way ahead of the Con¬ 
servative Party conference. 

The conference runs at the ICC from Sun¬ 
day to Wednesday and is expected to attract 
more than 12,000 delegates, but the WMP’s 
Operation Pelkin kicked into gear this week 
as the force prepares for heightened secu¬ 
rity. It will see hundreds of officers on pa¬ 
trol in Birmingham city centre, some will 
carry guns, while sections of the area from 
the Hyatt Hotel to the library will be fenced 
off and airport-style security checks put in 
place at key entrance points. 

Numerous anti-austerity protests are 
planned during the conference, with up to 
20,000 TUC and People’s Assembly sup¬ 
porters due to march on its first day. 

The conference will see Prime Minister 
Theresa May set out plans for Britain. 


More homes on ambulance 
service's abuse blacklist 


THE number of homes blacklisted by 
the West Midlands Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice over safety fears for crews has 
risen sharply in the past four years. 

The service says it is now pushing for tougher 
sentences to be handed out if its frontline staff 
get abused by patients and the public. 

The number of black-listed addresses in the 
West Midlands has risen from 11 in 2011 to 79 
in 2015. 

Service spokesman Murray McGregor said 
staff members are encouraged to report attacks 
to the police. 

“I think in the past staff were prepared to deal 
with the abuse and not say anything,” he said. 


“The rise in these figures gives an actual reflec¬ 
tion of the abuse staff are getting. Clearly we 
are looking to do as much as possible to reduce 
attacks on staff. 

“Part of that is to push extremely hard for 
people to be prosecuted. We urge ambulance 
staff to give statements to police and we then 
urge police to prosecute. It is then up to the 
courts to hand out serious sentences. 

Maximum 

“It is simply not appropriate that staff should 
suffer abuse. What we would like to see is courts 
handing down the maximum sentences possible 
because we feel people have to learn and it is no 
longer acceptable to attack staff.” 


A breakdown of the figures show that, over 
the years since the data was logged, there has 
been nearly 80 properties blacklisted in the 
Black Country with Dudley having the highest 
number in the Black Country. 

In Dudley there were six listed this year in¬ 
cluding three in the DY3 postcode which covers 
Gornal, Himley, Sedgley and Gospel End. 

Sandwell has five blacklisted addresses and 
Walsall two. 

Mr McGregor said there could be a range fac¬ 
tors why addresses are blacklisted, adding: “It 
could mean that we do not send a female crew 
member. It could mean that we don’t just send 
a single responder. We might have to send two 
crews and might have to have a police escort.” 


Helicopter in 
police chase 

A TEENAGER led police on a four-mile 
chase across Dudley before being arrest¬ 
ed. 

The police helicopter was scrambled as 
officers hunted for a red Volvo S40 which 
had failed to stop on Castle Hill. 

The 17-year-old, who was behind the 
wheel, was pursued to Darby Close in 
Woodcross, Coseley, where he was ar¬ 
rested on suspicion of stealing a car in the 
early hours of Saturday morning. 

West Midlands Police confirmed that 
the teenager had been bailed pending fur¬ 
ther inquiries. 

Police spokesperson Deb Edmonds 
said: “The vehicle failed to stop for police 
on Castle Hill, Dudley and was pursued 
to Darby Close in Woodcross where the 
driver was located with the assistance of 
the police helicopter.” 
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Canal festival return is popular

HUNDREDS of people went down to the 
water as a popular festival returned to Dud¬ 
ley. 

More than 70 narrowboats lined up as the 
Parkhead Canal Festival took centre stage 
once again. 

The biennial event also featured a range 
of historic working boats, while up on dry 
land there were an array of vintage and 
classic cars. 

Stalls were also set up at the canalside 
selling various produce. 

Some festival favourites returned, includ¬ 
ing the competitive duck race, which sees 
visitors pay £1 for a plastic duck before 
cheering it on as it is shot along the water. 

A horse-drawn boat was also part of the 
show, with mare Caroline doing the hon¬ 
ours up on the towpath. 

The festival, held along the Dudley No 


1 Canal, at Parkhead Locks, has always 
proved popular over the years. 

Visitors were given the chance to board 
the boats and sample some old-fashioned 
Black Country life. A model railway exhibi¬ 
tion was also on display. 

The festival was organised by the Dudley 
Canal Trust and the Worcester, Birming¬ 
ham and Droitwich Canal Society and ran 
on Saturday and Sunday. 

Chairman of the organising committee 
Steve Bingham estimated there could have 
been as many as 10,000 people who visited 
over the course of the weekend. 

He said: “It went very well. It was packed 
on both days. We had 71 narrowboats here 
and 68 classic vehicles. We also had a steam 
boat go through the Dudley tunnel for the 
first time, so that was an historic moment.” 


NIP in row with police 
boss over travellers 

A BLACK Country MP has become embroiled in a row with 
the West Midlands Police and Crime Commissioner after 
accusing the force of not doing enough to move travellers. 

Mike Wood, MP for Dudley South, said residents were 
fed up with travellers ‘moving from site to site’ across the 
borough and the time it is taking to get them to move. 

He called on Commissioner David Jamieson to ‘get a 
grip’ and give his officers powers to act immediately. 

However, Mr Jamieson has hit back at the Conservative 
MP, insisting the process of shifting travellers is not as sim¬ 
ple as he suggests. 

He also suggested Mr Wood speak to his own party’s min¬ 
isters if he wanted laws to be changed to make it easier. 

The bitter exchange comes after a summer which has 
seen a wave of traveller groups pitch up on parks, fields, 
parking areas and other open spaces across the Black 
Country. 


Car blaze at 
beauty spot 

A CAR was abandoned and 
set alight at a nature re¬ 
serve in Dudley. 

Firefighters were called 
to the Fens Pool Nature 
Reserve in Pensnett after 
the Peugeot 207, which had 
no tax or insurance, was 
torched on Sunday morning. 

The car was said to have 
been ‘well alight’ by the 
time crews from Dudley Fire 
Station arrived. 

Police organised the re¬ 
covery of the burnt-out car 
once the fire has been put 
out.

When city had its 
own power station 


WOLVERHAMPTON used to have 
its own power station in Commer¬ 
cial Road, providing electricity not 
just to the city, but as far afield as 
Albrighton and Penkridge. 

Its original two wooden cooling towers 
were later replaced by a single concrete 
tower, which dominated the Bilston Road 
skyline until it was knocked down in the 
1980s. 

A more memorable and larger local 
power station was Ocker Hill in Tipton, 
providing power throughout the Black 
Country. Originally opened in 1897, a new 
station was built on the site in 1903, and 
was to cover 14 acres. 

It also originally had wooden cooling 
towers but these were replaced by three 
concrete ones which, together with the

station’s four chimneys, were an unmiss¬ 
able feature of the Black Country’s sky¬ 
line. 

Ocker’s Hills boilers and generating 
equipment were upgraded and changed 
over the years, but it was always one of 
the country’s most efficient stations, run¬ 
ning at a much higher average capacity 
than most. 

It was coal-fired, with supplies of coal 
being brought in by canal and by railway, 
with a small proportion by road. 

In 1977 it was converted to a gas-fired sta¬ 
tion, and in 1985 the cooling towers were 
knocked down and it closed for good in 1996. 

Now the site is Ocker Hill housing estate.

TROLLEYS, cushions, a 
rug and wooden panels are 
among a pile of rubbish 
which has been left strewn 
over a children’s play area 
and park by travellers in the 
Black Country. 

A council has been left with a 
huge clean-up job after the mess 
was left behind at Brades Park in 
Oldbury. 

The travellers had been camped on 
the land, off Dudley Road East, for the 
previous fortnight. 

Rubbish has been left piled around 
the children’s slide, while part of the 
fencing has also been damaged. 

Further mess, including a sofa, 
wooden panels and bin bags filled with 
rubbish have been left on the other 
side of the field, which is regularly 
used by dog walkers and children. 

Disgusted 

Residents said it was not the first 
time travellers had pitched up on the 
land and their latest visit has led to 
calls for more to be done to try and 
stop them from getting on again. 

John Evans, aged 56, who lives 
nearby and walks his dog on the 
park, said: “I am disgusted. I was gob¬ 
smacked when I saw the mess. 

“It’s outrageous, they have wrecked 
all the park for the kids and the com¬ 
munity and it’s us who will have to pay 
for it. 

“Why couldn’t they have just left it 
they way they found it? 

“They have got to put some concrete 
bollards up to try and stop it from hap¬ 
pening again.” 

It comes as Sandwell Council bosses 
are currently discussing ways to try 
and crackdown on the number of trav¬ 
ellers moving onto green spaces across 
the borough. 

Caravans pitching up on land across 


the Black Country has been a feature 
of the summer, with some groups re¬ 
turning to the same location having 
been previously moved on, leading to 
growing frustration among residents. 

Sandwell Council leader Steve Eling 
says it is their aim to have a ‘clear and 
robust approach’ so they can act in a 
‘timely, co-ordinated and appropriate 
way’. 


The authority already has a proto¬ 
col for tackling travellers, but the new 
proposals set out changes which they 
hope will give them more power to re¬ 
move troublesome camps. 

Sandwell Council spends an esti¬ 
mated £250,000 a year dealing with il¬ 
legal encampments and has moved on 
more than 1,000 caravans in the last 
two years.

Flying Scotsman steams 
in for a memorable visit 


“THIS is what we’ve been waiting for. 
There is something about steam and the 
sound of Flying Scotsman that you feel 
in your soul. This is a once in a lifetime 
experience.” 

The words of excited passengers, Michael 
and Anita Mears, who boarded Flying Scots¬ 
man as it made its highly-anticipated arrival at 
The Severn Valley Railway. 

More than 15,000 people took a trip on the impres¬ 
sive locomotive over the five-day Pacific Power event. 


Thousands more flocked to the stations and to 
viewing points at fields along the valley to catch a 
glimpse of the famous loco. 

Flying Scotsman returned to the SVR for the first 
time in 22 years after a £4.2 million restoration ear¬ 
lier this year. 

Heritage 

Passengers dressed in-keeping with the 1930s 
heritage theme with feather boas, bowler hats and 
sequinned gowns. 

The locomotive was designed by Nigel Gresley for 


the London North Eastern Railway (LNER) and was 
built in 1923 at Doncaster Railway Works. 

It hauled the first ever non-stop London to Edin¬ 
burgh service in May 1928, completing the journey in 
eight hours and 15 minutes. 

It was the first steam locomotive to be officially re¬ 
corded to reach lOOmph in November 1934 and even 
starred in the film ‘The Flying Scotsman’ in 1929. 

The first 7,000 tickets for the Pacific Power event 
sold out in just one day. It saw Flying Scotsman to¬ 
gether with Tornado, the first of the renowned Pep¬ 
percorn class ‘Al’ steam locomotives to be built in 
50 years.

Engineering 
firm faces 

£i2k bill 

over injury 

A BILSTON engineering company has been 
hit in the pocket for more than £12,000 after a 
worker broke his arm in two places when his 
hand caught on a drill. 

Wolverhampton Magistrates’ Court heard that 
Mr Deimantas Beinoras, a 23-year-old Lithuanian 
national was injured while working for KV Welding 
Limited, which manufac¬ 
tures equipment for the 
logistics sector. 

Mr Beinoras was oper¬ 
ating a pedestal drilling 
machine to drill holes into 
some box section tubing. 

He was adjusting the work 
piece while the drill was still 
running when his gloved 
hand became entangled 
with the unguarded drill bit. 

Training 

His arm was pulled 
around the drill and broke 
two bones in right forearm. 

The Health and Safety 
Executive (HSE) prose¬ 
cuting, told the court that 
injuries could have been 
prevented if the drill was 
guarded with a telescopic 
guard covering the rotating 
drill bit. 

Also if the injured per¬ 
son had not been wearing 
gloves, a suitable and suf-

ficient risk assessment had 
been completed to identify 
required control measures 
and if the employee had re¬ 
ceived proper training. 

KV Welding Limited of 
Perry Street, Bradley, Bil- 
ston admitted failing to en¬ 
sure the health, safety and 
welfare at work of one of its 
employees, and was fined 
£10,000 and ordered to pay 
£2,168.73 in costs. 

Viran Tal, manager of KV 
Welding, said: “Mr Beinoras 
is back to work now.“It was 
an extremely bad injury, 
but fortunately he’s in good 
health now. 

“A lot of procedures have 
been put in place to make 
sure nothing like this hap¬ 
pens again.It’s the first time 
a bad injury has happened 
in all 30 years of the compa¬ 
ny’s history.”

AROUND 900 people packed into 
Dudley Town Hall to enjoy a charity 
concert with Lesley Garrett and the 
Gentleman Songsters.

AN extra half a million pounds is 
to be pumped into a scheme to 
prevent a brook from overflow¬ 
ing and flooding nearby homes. 

A culvert running under Mushroom 
Green embankment in Cradley is at risk of 
collapse due to its poor condition and needs 
to be replaced. Environment bosses say 
work must start before the end of the year. 

Now Dudley Council has approved ad¬ 
ditional culvert replacement work. The 
£496,000 cost will be met by the Environ¬ 
ment Agency. 

The council had previously been granted 
a total of £1.4 million towards the project, 
but additional funds were needed. 

The decision was taken by Councillor 
Judy Foster, deputy leader. She said: “It 
is essential work that needs to be carried 
out.” 

Dudley Council will work in partnership 
with the Environment Agency, Sandwell 
Council and Severn Trent Water on what 
they hope will reduce the risk of a breach if 
a large flood event re-occurs. 

Upstream 

Back in 2000, as a result of culvert block¬ 
age, land upstream of the embankment 
flooded and began seeping through the 
man-made ash embankment. 

The Environment Agency along with 
Dudley and Sandwell councils had to spend 
several days pumping water out. 

This latest funding decision follows for¬ 
mal approval by the Environment Agency 
to fund phase one, costing £100,000. 

In May Dudley Council received formal 
approval for the next stage, design and con¬ 
struction, which was originally valued at 
£1.3m. However, in order for it to be final¬ 
ised, the scheme requires the construction 
of a large culvert through the embankment. 

This is to support two very large cast-iron 
Severn Trent foul water sewers, requiring 
the services of a specialist civil engineering 
contractor. Completion has also been de¬ 
layed in order to meet requirements of the 
Natural England Badger Licence.

WE’VE recently seen a number of new 
buyers in the saleroom and sometimes 
they appear a little nervous when they 
first arrive - but there’s absolutely nothing 
to fear, honestly! 

Sometimes, bidding at your first auction can 
be a little daunting 
- but it needn’t be. 

The first thing you 
need to do is view 
the items you would 
like to buy prior to 
the sale, and don’t 
be afraid to ask ques¬ 
tions of saleroom 
staff, they are there 
to help and advise. 

Check the items 
you like to make sure 
they are in good condition, look for any signs of wear 
or damage. 

Remember that condition can be all important when 
it comes to the value of an item at a sale. 

If you’re sure you would like to bid for the items you 
have chosen, set yourself a price limit prior to the sale 
and be prepared to stick to your budget if possible . . . 
unless a real bargain is going under the hammer and 
you think it’s worth the extra money. 

Estimates are just guidelines, sometimes a piece sells 
for less, sometimes for more, it all depends on who is 
bidding on the auction day and what they are prepared 
to spend. 

Make sure you clearly mark your chosen items on 
your sale catalogue and get to the auction room in 
plenty of time to register, be given a bidding number 
and maybe have a final look around to see if anything 
has been added to the catalogue at the last minute that 
might interest you. 

Then find your¬ 
self a place in the 
room where you 
can easily be seen 
by the auctioneer. 

Remember that 
often sales run 
quickly so don’t 
make the mistake 
of vanishing for a 
cup of coffee and 
a light breakfast 
unless you are 

confident you have enough time. 

Once bidding, ensure the auctioneer sees your bid 
and your number when you bid - and try to stick to 
the price you had decided upon unless you really want 
the item, it’s easy to get carried away and spend more 
than you wanted to. 

It’s also understandable, in the heat of the moment, 
to bid on pieces you hadn’t earmarked, which is all well 
and good unless you then come out of the auction and 
regret your actions. 

You will have to pay a small buyer’s premium but 
you can collect your items on the sale day once you 
have paid, check at the auction reception desk prior to 
the sale as to what collection arrangements are. 

Ultimately, an auction can be a really exciting expe¬ 
rience and once you’ve been and bought successfully 
you will want to go again. 

Perry and Phillips Auctioneers hold sales of 

antiques and collectables on the first Tuesday of 
each month. 

Valuation days, for sale items only, are held every 
Wednesday at the Mill Street saleroom, in Low 
Town, Bridgnorth, from 10am until 4pm. 

The next sale takes place on Tuesday, October 4, 
viewing is during the weekend and Monday prior to 
the auction.

Our bodies are the advertising hoardings of 
our generation, most of the garments we wear 
sponsor communicate and display a company 
product, however subtle. 

Today, when walking the dog, I wore Adi¬

branded fleece with an embroidered logo, the 
dog has a ‘Puppia’ harness and I carried an 
iphone, complete product placement without 
realising it. 

Our cars, shopping bags, drinks bottles 
and fast food declare our brand purchases 
and shopping preferences and the companies 
we work for advertise on our uniforms and 
workwear. 

While watching the football last week I no¬ 
ticed the ‘Michael Jordan’ basketball icon on 
boots worn by Barcelona footballer Neymar, a 
cross mixture of sport branding but instantly 
recognisable. Celebrities and sports personal¬ 
ities earn a high income from sponsorship of 
brands and product which in turn make the 
item more desirable. Andy Murray is reported 
to have signed a multi-million pound deal 
with Standard Life to join his sponsorship 


with Adidas, Head and Swiss watch brand 
Rado. Look around you now? I can personally 
see a Toshiba television, HP laptop, Walkers 
crisps, Yankee candle, Crocs, the list is end¬ 
less, the branding loud and clear. It is some¬ 
times why we purchase a product and actually 
enjoy the unashamed advertising. It gives us 
credibility, importance and a certain style, 
sometimes we don’t even notice it is there! 

Designers aim to sell their product from an 
icon rather than a name, the buyer prefers 
a recognised symbol, something we inadvert¬ 
ently recommend to our peers, stylish and in¬ 
teresting. Unfortunately, this is why ‘knock 
-offs’ are so appealing to us. Generally, we 
don’t take the time to notice what is wrong 
with our counterfeit items and they will be 
a small percentage of the price. It may be a 
variation to the logo or a similar name, it is 
definitely illegal but is still a form of advertis¬ 
ing for the original company.

Shaking up the myths 
over salt consumption 



Many adults consume too much salt 


AS a nation, it seems we can’t 
get enough of our favourite white 
seasoning. But with UK adults re¬ 
portedly consuming 33 per cent 
more salt a day than is recom¬ 
mended, is it time to break the 
habit? 

Most of us are well aware that high 
blood pressure is a major risk factor 
for some of the UK’s most common 
killers, such as stroke and coronary 
heart disease. 

But are you aware just how big a role salt 
consumption can play in developing high 
blood pressure in the first place? 

Even if you are clued up on this, there’s 
still a chance you’re not entirely sure how 
much salt you’re consuming - especially if 
you regularly eat processed foods (things 
like ready-made sauces, basically many 
of the foods you’re not preparing from 
scratch), which, according to Consensus 
Action on Salt & Health (CASH), around 75 
per cent of the salt in our diets comes from. 

According to recent research from low- 
salt alternative brand LoSalt, nearly 
two-thirds of people (63 per cent) are not 
actively reducing their salt intake - which 
indicates there’s still a lack of awareness 
around the white stuff and its associated

health risks. So what else do you need to 
know about salt intake? 

Here is some salt myth-busting to point 
you in the right direction... 

MYTH: You can eat as much salt as 
you like 

False! We need salt to survive, so cutting 
it out entirely is NOT the goal. However, 
too much of it can lead to potentially serious 
problems down the line. 

As many as three-quarters (75 per cent) 
of the population don’t realise that 6g is the 
maximum daily recommended salt intake, 
according to the LoSalt survey. 

There’s two components in salt: sodium 
and chloride, and it’s the sodium that is 
doing the damage because it can lead to 
high blood pressure. 

Although most people with high blood 
pressure don’t realise they have it, it is re¬ 
sponsible for around 50 per cent of heart 
disease cases and 60 per cent of strokes, ac¬ 
cording to the World Health Organisation. 

MYTH: Rock salt is healthier than 
regular salt 

Many people believe trendier sea and 
rock salts are healthier than regular salts, 
but this is incorrect. 

Nutritionist and dietitian Azmina Govin- 
dji says: “They contain the same amount of 


sodium chloride: 100 per cent! Sea salt may 
contain traces of other minerals, but the 
levels are too low to have a health benefit 
and so it is not healthier for you than any 

MYTH: Saltless food is hland 

Extra salt added during cooking makes 
up 20 per cent of our salt intake, notes 
Govindji. Granted, this might not sound 
like much, but it’s the chunk of our intake 
which we’re most in control of. 

We might think our dinner will taste 
bland without a sprinkling of salt, but this 
isn’t strictly true. 

“By reducing a little here and there, 
you’ll soon find your taste buds become ac¬ 
customed to not having such high levels of 
salt and you’ll have less need for it in cook¬ 
ing and for seasoning food,” says Govindji. 

MYTH: There are no alternatives to 
salt 

For those who really can’t go without the 
taste of salt, brands like LoSalt offer an al¬ 
ternative to the traditional white stuff. It 
still contains all the flavour of normal salt, 
but contains 66 per cent less sodium. 

Also, try herbs and spices, vinegar or a 
dash of lemon instead to give your food the 
punch of flavour that salt usually would. 
Dill tastes great with fish, rosemary is won¬ 
derful with meat, and basil will finish off a 
pasta dish perfectly.

Babes, the Mayor of Dudley and a host of 
footballing stars. We are truly honoured at the 
generosity of all those attending, finding time in 


their incredibly busy schedules to be here with us 
to celebrate and commemorate this remarkable 
sporting life.” 

James Stevens, chairman of the Black Country 
Festival organising committee, said: “This is 
shaping up to be a fantastic evening as part of 
the Black Country Festival calendar. There’s so 
much to be proud of in the Black Country and in 
sporting terms Duncan Edwards did so much to 
fly the flag for this region. 

“I hope people will come along and celebrate 
the life of such a Black Country legend.” 

Councillor Mohammed Hanif, Mayor of Dudley 
Council said: “I am honoured to be taking part 
in this charity gala which celebrates the life and 
career of someone who is still so important to the 
people of Dudley today.

Exploring town's intriguing 
past with Local History Day 


Seven thousand new jobs are on 
the way to Brierley Hill through 
a new business and innovation 
Enterprise Zone which is set to 
inject around £600million into the 
regional economy each year. 

The Enterprise Zone will rejuvenate the 
Waterfront office complex at Merry Hill 
and create additional office, technology 
and industrial space in the surrounding 
areas in Brierley Hill and Pensnett. 

Following the announcement in the 
Chancellor’s March budget statement, 
Dudley Council bosses, with partners 
at the Black Country Local Enterprise 
Partnership, have submitted the final 
business case and anticipate this being 
formalised in the new Chancellor’s 
autumn statement in November. 

The Brierley Hill Business and 
Innovation Enterprise Zone, which 
goes under the strapline of ‘Made in the 
Black Country, sold around the world’, 
aims to become the High Tech Office 
hub of the Black Country’s advanced 
manufacturing heartland. 

As well as reoccupying 18,000 sq m of 
vacant office space on the Waterfront, 
the Zone when fully built out will include 
up to 110,000 sq m of new office space, 
36,000 sq m of new technology space 
and 65,000 sq m of new industrial space. 
The total development is expected 
to deliver up to 7,000 new jobs and 
provide a Gross Value Added uplift to the 
economy of £589million each year. 

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed, cabinet 
member for planning and economic 


development, said: “The Enterprise 
Zone will put Brierley Hill on the national 
and international map as a location of 
choice for business and innovation with 
low cost and high quality office space 
complementing the regional expertise in 
advanced manufacturing. 

“The Zone will also look to the future 
to broaden its digital and professional 


base into the existing manufacturing 
technology.” 

Councillor Pete Lowe, leader of the 
council, Black Country LEP board 
member and vice-chair of West Midlands 
Combined Authority, said: “This is 
extremely exciting news for the Brierley 
Hill and the wider area. 


To complement this, the Enterprise 
Zone will also feature Music Institute 
in partnership with Manchester 
Metropolitan University. 

This will not only allow a 
diversification of the work force but 
also technical support for the music 
industry including light, sound and 
technical stage equipment.

Councillors were quizzed on the issue at 
two recent community forums, Netherton, 
Woodside and St Andrews and Quarry 
Bank and Dudley Wood, in a bid to get 
people to clean up after their dogs. 

Councillor Hilary Bills, cabinet member 
for environmental services, said: “I’m 
sure the vast majority of people love their 
community as much as we do and clean 
up after their pets. People have a right to 
walk along the street and play in parks 
without fear of treading in disgusting mess 
left by dogs. 

“We would rather people cleaned up

mark the pavements so are environmentally 
friendly and hopefully will be a good 
reminder for people.”

Unemployed Dudley residents 
have been given a career 
kick-start in house building 
by national developer, Wates 
Living Space Homes, marking 
the 1,000th enrolment on the 
business’ nationwide ‘Building 
Futures’ training programme. 

Ten over 19s from Brierley 
Hill, Pensnett, Stourbridge and 
Dudley have completed the two- 
week programme, which gives 
jobseekers an opportunity to take 
part in construction skills training to 
improve employment prospects. 

The candidates joined Wates 
Living Space Homes at the new 
Butler’s Crescent housing scheme 
at Tipton Road, where the developer 
is building 157 new homes in 
partnership with Dudley Council and 
the Homes & Communities Agency 
(HCA).

The training initiative at Dudley 
Guest saw Wates reach its 1,000th 
Building Futures enrolment since it 
launched the flagship programme 
in 2005. Accredited by the

Award in Building Crafts and a 
CSCS registration to help secure 
future training and work experience 
on building sites. 

The programme is the latest in 
a line of on-site training initiatives 
held by Wates Living Space Homes 
at Butler’s Crescent, where the 
developer is delivering 127 new 
build homes, 30 refurbished 
properties including the full 
restoration of the locally listed 
former porter’s lodge. 

The scheme has been named 
Butler’s Crescent in tribute to the 
renowned Black Country architect, 
Albert Thomas Butler, who was 
responsible for modifications to 
the previous hospital building. Of 
the homes, 118 will be sold on the 


open market and 39 will be available 
for rent through Dudley Council. 
Building work is set to complete in 
summer 2019. 

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed, 
cabinet member for planning and 
economic development, said: “As 
a council we are committed to 
working with developers that can 
deliver successful projects and 
most importantly offer support 
and opportunities for the local 
community. 

“Through the Wates Building 
Futures programme and our adult 
learning team we have been able 
to give people the training and 
skills they need to strengthen 
their experience, which we hope 
will give them the incentive to find 
employment.

The Black Country Impact has 
successfully achieved up to £51 
million of funding to deliver a two 
year project that will address the 
barriers faced by unemployed 
individuals aged 15-29 years. 

The four Black Country Councils 
came together in 2014 and began 
work on developing a new approach 
that supports young people into 
employment, education and training. 

The councils were quickly joined by 
Black Country Talent Match, a project 
led by Wolverhampton Voluntary Sector 
Council and funded through the Big

Together the partnership has 
succeeded in gaining approval from

£34 million of new European Union 
funding, matched by £8 million from the 
Big Lottery Fund and further funding 
from partners to create a £51 million 
Impact programme. The funders 
backing the Black Country Impact 
project are the European Social Fund 
and Youth Employment Initiative, 
as part of the 2014-2020 European 


Structural and Investment Funds 
Growth Programme in England, and the 
Big Lottery Fund which has provided 
“match” funding through its financing of 
Black Country Talent Match. 

The projects strength is its 
individualised approach and alternative 
delivery, which simply put gives young 
adults across the Black Country the 
most flexible and personalised learning 
and support possible. Support that 
will help young adults address a range 
of different personal needs and skills 
needs in order for them to have the 
employment opportunities they want. 

Councillor Pete Lowe, Leader of 
Dudley Council, said: “We are delighted 
to have successfully secured these 
much needed funds for our residents. 


“There can be no doubt that these 
are challenging times for some young 
adults in the Black Country. Through 
the Black Country Impact we are 
determined to tackle the barriers that 
may be preventing some young adults 
from becoming all they can. 

“Impact gives its partners the 
ability to work across the sub-region, 
coordinating activities and simplifying 
access to services for young adults. 
With European Social Fund and Youth 
Employment Initiative funding, Impact 
is able to provide a depth of service 
that would not be achievable for our 
young adults by any other means 
currently available. 

Through specialised services 
ranging from coaching to managed 


work placements, Impact work will 
ultimately give our young adults the 
best employability prospects for 
the future, benefiting them and our 
communities.

The project will help young adults 
overcome the barriers to employment 
by providing a tailored programme, 
designed to help the individual build 
a future in a way that suits their 
circumstances.

Be mindful of changes in behaviour 


As young people settle back in to 
the classroom after the summer 
break, they’re being reminded to 
look out for signs of grooming and 
sexual exploitation among their 
friends. 

For many, they may be meeting up with 
friends they’ve not seen in a while, so it’s a 
prime time to notice changes in behaviour. 

The See Me, Hear Me campaign 
from West Midlands councils and West 
Midlands Police highlights key warning 
signs to help young people identify 
concerns and get help. 

These include having friends who are 
older, persistently going missing, secretive 
relationships with unknown adults, truancy 
from school, chronic fatigue, constant calls 
on a mobile phone and the possession of 
money or new things. 

CSE can happen to anyone, regardless 
of their gender, social or ethnic 
background. 


It is child abuse and involves perpetrators 
grooming their victims in various ways, 
such as in person, via mobiles or online, 
to gain their trust before emotionally and 
sexually abusing them. 

It can take place in many forms, 
whether through a seemingly consensual 
relationship, or a young person being 
forced to have sex in return for some kind 
of payment, such as drugs, money, gifts or 
even protection and affection. 

Signs 

Information about the warning signs is 
available at the campaign website www. 
seeme-hearme.org.uk This is a one-stop 
shop for information about CSE and how 
to spot the warning signs, along with help 
and advice for young people, parents and 
carers, professionals and schools. 

Councillor Ian Cooper, Dudley Council’s 
cabinet member for children’s services, 
said: 

“Young people have been heading back 
to school after the summer holidays and 


meeting up with friends they’ve not seen 
in a while, so it’s a prime time to notice 
changes. 

“We want all of them to be aware of the 
signs of CSE so they can recognise any 
concerns among their friends and get help. 

“I would urge all young people, and their 
parents to visit our campaign website 
www.seeme-hearme.org.uk to find out 
more and see what they can do to help 
protect our children and young people. 

“Everyone has their part to play in 
protecting our children and young from 
this horrific abuse.”

World premiere of 
The Tempest ballet

AA NEW ballet choreo¬ 
graphed by David Bintley 
and inspired by William 
Shakespeare is to have its 
world premiere at Birming¬ 
ham Hippodrome on Satur¬ 
day. 

Full-length ballet The Tempest is a 
major work to conclude Birmingham 
Royal Ballet’s 2016 Shakespeare sea¬ 
son. BRB artistic director Bintley is 
promising a breath-taking production 
full of dazzling dance, theatrical wiz¬ 
ardry and stunning designs by War 
Horse’s Rae Smith. 

It will be set to a new score by ac¬ 
claimed British composer Sally Beam¬ 
ish and lit by Bruno Poet, whose 
previous credits include Miss Saigon. 

Yorkshire-born Bintley is an hon¬ 
orary Brummie. He has been offered 
other major jobs but has stayed in 
Birmingham for 21 years, since the 
company relocated from London in a 
remarkable cultural coup for the sec¬ 
ond city. An avid Villa fan, he loves 
the city and loves how embedded the 
Birmingham Royal Ballet is in the cul¬ 
tural landscape. 

A former dancer who graduated to 
become artistic director, and who re¬ 
ceived a CBE for his services to dance 
in the Queen’s 2001 Honours, he has 
been working hard on his latest pro¬ 
ject to make a memorable conclusion 
to a season that marked the 400th 
anniversary of the death of Britain’s 
greatest writer. 

“I’ve been thinking about doing 
The Tempest for more than 30 
years,” he said. “I was really waiting 
for the right composer to come along. 
Four years ago I heard the music of 
Sally Beamish and that was it. Within 


a week we were in touch.” 

Bintley conjures Prospero’s mag¬ 
ical isle, from what was probably 
Shakespeare’s final work before his 
death, in a spellbinding new work. 

The Tempest is the story of a man 


determined to right past wrongs by 
all means in his power. It intertwines 
themes of love, loyalty and loss, punc¬ 
tuated by a comedy, magic, more 
than one conspiracy and a spectacu¬ 
lar masque featuring gods and spirits.

She came from a performing family that 
was steeped in musical theatre and singing was a part of her 
background. Family friends likened the O’Byrne family to the 
Von Trapps - the famous family from The Sound of Music. 

And having landed the role of Maria, Lucy is thrilled to be 
taking part in the touring production that comes to Wolver¬ 
hampton Grand Theatre from Tuesday to Saturday. 

“It’s hard work, it’s very hard work, but it’s such a wonder¬ 
ful thing to be a part of,” said Lucy. “My parents both worked 
in musical theatre and it was something that we always did 
as a family, as we were growing up. Actually, we were nick¬ 
named the Von Trapps by our family friends long, long before 
this was on the horizon.” 

Lucy initially moved from Ireland to the UK to pursue her 
musical theatre career. She had started training classically 
when The Voice made her a household name. 

“My career took a turn that I wasn’t expecting with The 
Voice. A lot of people will know me from that,” said Lucy. 
“But the music for The Sound of Music needs no introduc¬ 
tion. It’s Rodgers and Hammerstein and they are songs that 
everybody knows. They are beautiful and I am so lucky that 
I get to sing them every night.” 

Lucy had grown up watching Julie Andrews perform the 
role and was unsure whether she could live up to expectation. 
“It was absolutely terrifying but of course I jumped at it. It’s 
so iconic but you have to make it your own.”

We all know the score by now - a 
new batch of sycophants desperate to 
impress us with their business 
acumen and rezoomays descend on 
the capital, all armed with their 
wheelie suitcases and soundbites. 

Then Lord Sugar steps down from 
his private jet, into the back of the 
Roller and off to the boardroom to 
regale everyone with tales of how he 
began his own business, loaded the 
lorries, designed the product and 
stood on the production line, and now 
he’s a peer with a private plane. 

Tonight Sugar begins his latest 
search for a chip-off-the-old-block 
rough diamond to polish. 

The winners of The Apprentice

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Comfort and 


practicality

Visit almost any European city and 
you’ll probably be taken aback by 
the sheer numbers of scooters on 
the road. 

The advantages are obvious: they’re 
small enough to nip in and out of traffic, 
easy to park, cheap to run and offer more 
weather protection than a typical motor¬ 
cycle. 

But in recent years bigger, more powerful 
examples of the genre seem to have catered 
for a pent up demand for personal transport 
which will keep up with traffic on bypasses 
and even the motorway, and offer even higher 
levels of comfort and practicality. 

Many manufacturers have produced scoot¬ 
ers with the performance edging that of a mid¬ 
dleweight bike, but Piaggio broke the mould 
when it launch its innovative MP3: a three 
wheeler designed to get drivers out of their 
cars (and the traffic jams). 

And the flagship is £7,736 MP3 500, which 
comes in ‘business’ and ‘sport’ styles and, be¬ 
cause of its third wheel, is the only 500 you 
can driver on a standard car licence. 

That’s one advantage: another is its extra 
stability and its extraordinary front steering 
and suspension system: Piaggio’s own inven¬ 
tion which allows the MP3 to corner quickly 
and competently with eye-popping lean an¬ 
gles. 

With third-wheel stability, the MP2 doesn’t 
feel heavy to handle at a crawl or when push¬ 
ing backwards from a parking spot, as some 
similar-sized machines do. 

The new MP3 has added safety features, 
with a traction control system to avoid wheel- 


spin and slides on the rear (driven) wheel 
and anti-lock brakes for safer stopping - plus 
it has disc brakes on all three 13-inch alloy 
wheels. 

This latest version has been modified to 
provide more room in the rider’s seat/handle¬ 
bars/footboard triangle, with big, comfortable 
seats for the rider and passenger, with low but 
well-positioned backrest cushions for maxi¬ 
mum comfort. An event softer gel saddle is 
an option.generous 

Pillion passengers get s generous amount 
of space, too. 

Comfortable 

Progress on the road is particularly smooth, 
thanks both to the suspension and the fuel 
injection system with ‘fly by wire’ throttle sys¬ 
tem. 

On my test run along a dual carriageway 
it made short work of accelerating up to 
70mph, and felt comfortable holding there, 
with the large, height adjustable screen doing 
an excellent job of deflecting the wind blast. 

With plenty of power in reserve, the engine 
runs quietly and is barely audible above the 
usual wind in the helmet noise. 

The advertised top speed is 89mph and 
I’m sure it would reach that (if it was legal) 
but its capability and comfort on the test 
ride convinced me that a long motorway run 
would be somewhat less physically stressful 
than some bikes. 

The 40bhp, four-stroke engine has been 
completely revamped, with the accent on 
increasing torque at low revs for quicker, 
smoother acceleration off the mark, while it’s 
also more economical. Riders can change the 
engine mapping at the touch of a button to 
economy mode for even better fuel efficiency. 

The tilting forks at the front can be locked 


or unlocked at the flick of a switch so that - 
with practice - the rider rarely has to put a foot 
down as the bike comes to a halt. But it is a skill 
you have to develop - for example as soon as 
you touch the throttle the lock disengages, so 
you don’t want to be half-hearted about it or it 
could prove embarrassing and costly. 

As someone more used to bikes, putting a 
foot down seems much more natural - espe¬ 


cially as the low (790) seat means most riders 
should easily manage that. But the MP3 is also 
equipped with a handbrake, so in combina¬ 
tion with locked forks you don’t really need to 
bother with the side stand when parking. 

The lockable luggage compartment under 
the seat is plenty big enough to hold two hel¬ 
mets, and has a courtesy light plus a 12 volt 
power socket, 


The coventional two-dial instrument pan¬ 
el is supplemented by a multifunction digital 
display with a comprehensive trip computer 
and, higher up (just below the screen) there’s 
a slim panel housing an array of warning lights 
including main beam, oil pressure and so on, 
A Piaggio multimedia platform is an add-on 
system which allows owners to link a smart 
phone to the scooter and its systems.

VAUXHALL 
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Viva sporty Suzuki Vitara

Suzuki’s Vitara line-up has 
proved highly successful includ¬ 
ing the S model, a more sporting 
and dynamic character. 

Standard equipment for all Vitara 
models in the range is comprehen¬ 
sive and includes seven airbags, alloy 
wheels, DAB Radio with USB and Blue¬ 
tooth connectivity, cruise control with 
speed limiter, auto air conditioning and 
front and rear electric windows. 

The S model has 17-inch black alloy 
wheels, unique grille design, satin silver 
door mirrors, LED headlamps with red pro¬ 
jector covers, rear upper spoiler and black 
side body mouldings. Inside the sporting 
theme continues with red interior stitching, 
red accents for air conditioning vent and in¬ 
struments and aluminium alloy pedals. 

The S model was the first Suzuki that 
utilises the new BOOSTERJET technology 
engine which in Vitara is a 140PS 1.4-litre 
Direct Injection turbocharged unit (DITC). 
This new engine has compact dimensions 
and offers 220Nm of torque available from 
just 1,500rpm through to 4,000rpm. 

The BOOSTERJET engine is a Suzuki 
unit that is characterised by improved fuel 
efficiency and driving pleasure that has 
been made possible by using a small dis¬ 
placement, high torque turbocharger. By 
controlling the wastegate valve, which clos¬ 
es to create higher boost pressure during 
heavy load operation and remains open 
during normal driving, the system reduces 
pumping loss, thus achieving high levels of 
both power and fuel-efficiency. 


During development, Suzuki’s engineers 
virtually eliminated the typical delay in turbo 
power delivery or ‘lag’ by installing the spe¬ 
cially developed compact turbo charger. 

Historically, power and torque delivery 
from a turbocharged engine would not have 
been available until much higher engine 
speeds, offering less flexibility to the driver. 

The 1.4-litre engine offers strong benefits 
in performance too with a 0-62mph acceler¬ 
ation time of 10.2 seconds for both manual 
and automatic transmissions and a max¬ 
imum speed, where permitted, of 124mph. 

A six-speed manual transmission is fitted 
as standard for the new 1.4-litre BOOSTER¬ 
JET engine with optimised gear ratios to help 
provide a good combination of performance 
and fuel economy. Additional measures in¬ 
clude a shift lever counterweight to help pro¬ 
vide a smooth, positive shift action. 

A six-speed auto transmission is available 
optionally which has a wide gear ratio range 
to permit precise driver control and help pro¬ 
vide quick response at low vehicle speeds. 
The transmission has an expanded lockup 
range to promote good acceleration, high 
fuel economy and low levels of NVH. Addi¬ 
tionally, a manual mode is fitted to enable 
the driver to change gear using shift paddles 
behind the steering wheel. 

The Vitara’s C02 emissions are low 
thanks to the use of high tensile steel and 
other weight saving measures in the body. 
This has resulted in the Vitara being one of 
the lightest SUV’s in it class at just 1,210 kg 
for the S model with manual transmission. 

An engine auto stop start system is also 
used which shuts down the engine when 
stationary. 

Four-wheel drive is typically seen as det¬ 
rimental to fuel economy and emissions

performance. By contrast, Suzuki’s ALL¬ 
GRIP system enables C02 emissions that 
are remarkably low for a four-wheel drive 
SUV. C02 emissions for the S model with 
its standard ALLGRIP system and manual 
transmission is 127g/km and just one gram 
higher for the optional auto transmission. 

Suzuki’s ALLGRIP system is fitted as 
standard on the S model. It has four driv¬ 
er-selectable modes for safe, enjoyable 
driving on diverse surfaces. During devel¬ 
opment, the Vitara ALLGRIP system was 
enhanced by the addition of a feed forward 
function that allocates torque to the rear 


wheels before any slippage can occur. The 
system has four driver-selectable modes 
which are auto, sport, snow and lock. On 
conventional full time 4WD vehicles, feed¬ 
back control allocates torque to the rear 
wheels after detecting front wheel drive 
slippage. On Vitara, as well as offering 
feedback control it also offers feed forward 
control that anticipates slippage based on 
road surface, throttle opening position, 
steering angle and other factors. In sum¬ 
mary, rather than reacting after grip is lost, 
it controls the vehicle to prevent grip from 
being lost which results in greater stability.

‘OUT of all the family, I was the lucky one, 
I was the one that got out, so I don’t regret 
anything and I don’t want for anything.’ 

Last Saturday was a landmark one for Albion head 
coach Tony Pulis as he marked his 1,000th game in 
management after 24 years at the coalface. 

And although he’s divided opinion among supporters for 
the majority of that time, he’s also climbed up the divisions 
to become one of the most recognisable characters in Brit¬ 
ish football. 

It’s been a long journey from humble beginnings in Pill- 
gwenlly, South Wales. 

“There were eight of us living in a three-bedroom ter¬ 
raced house, and if mum ran out of milk she would go next 
door and the neighbour would give her a bottle of milk,” 
he reminisced. 

“That would happen through the street, through the 
area, everybody helped everybody. 

“I remember the miners’ strike in the early 70s, no¬ 
body could get coal, or this or that, and people went round 
houses. If people were short, people would look after them.” 

That community spirit has stuck with Pulis ever since, 
and it shines through in his football ethos. 

The 58-year-old has witnessed many changes in the game 
over the past quarter of a century, but there are some con¬ 
stants, like teamwork and hard graft. 

Reputation 

“I have always instilled - which is so important to me as 
a manager of people - the DNA get on together,” he said. 
“Everyone was prepared to work together, and everyone 
either won or lost together.” 

The former Stoke boss is well aware of his reputation, 
and the lazy pundits who label his tactics ‘anti-football’. 

Modern Premier League football is a pantomime, with 
heroes and villains, and it’s all too easy to cast Pulis as the 
latter because of his ‘agricultural’ approach. 

But if it was that simple then surely the coach who’s 
never been relegated would have been found out by now. 

“People say about me and my style of play,” he says. “I 
tell you what I do, I go into football clubs, try and find out

what systems suit those players and try to get the damned¬ 
est out of the players. That’s what I’ve done everywhere 
I’ve been. 

“If I’ve got a load of centre-halves who can’t pass, you 
don’t want them to pass out from the back. You have to 
look at the strengths and work around that.” 

Is it irritating though, being one of the longest-serv¬ 
ing managers in British football, but saddled with such a 
one-dimensional reputation? 

“That is life, you get pigeon-holed and you accept it or 
you fight it. I have accepted it, that is what people think. 
There is enough people out there that see it differently.” 

Although he’s quick to point out how lucky he’s been, 
there is a slight annoyance that he’s never been given the 
best squad, in any division. 

Gillingham, Portsmouth, Plymouth; they were all strug¬ 
gling when he took charge, and he left all three in a better 
position. The same can be argued for Stoke and Crystal 
Palace. 

One day, he’d love ‘the opportunity of working with real 
quality’. 

“The basic principles would remain,” he assures. “But 
you’d give them more leeway to express themselves and 
make decisions themselves.” 

The closest he ever came to that was at Palace, when the 
style evolved into something more exciting, more entertain- 
ing.“Palace is an ideal scenario,” he said. “When I went 


there, the players and the team were all over the place. 
We managed to get some players in during the window. 
But during that early time the biggest thing was finding 
a way to win.” 

There have also been some memorable scraps. He re¬ 
fused to go into detail about specific incidents - like the 
infamous naked head-butt on striker James Beattie - but 
he did say: “If someone has been top cock, I’ve knocked him 
down. Some respond, some don’t. As Cloughie used to say, 
there’s no room for two big heads in this club.” 

But football has changed since the days of Brian Clough. 
There are no more dressing room brawls, no more pinning 
players against the wall. 

“There was a time and place for that, but that was years 
ago,” said Pulis. “There are times when I still lose my tem¬ 
per and go after one or two players but it would never come 
to that. You couldn’t do it.” 

Money has changed the dynamics of football, and not 
necessarily for the better. Pulis say players are ‘film stars’ 
now, paid extortionate amounts of cash far too young, and 
it is detrimental to their development as people. 

Money 

His solution? A day working in the local industry to bring 
them back down to earth. 

“One day at Stoke we took them to the pots,” he said. 
“Show them what kids will have to do when they leave 
school rather than playing football, being given 30 pairs 
of boots, being paid a lot of money. They need a reality 
check.” 

Although it’s been nearly a quarter of a century in vari¬ 
ous hot seats, Pulis has no plans of retiring any time soon, 
there’s plenty more petrol left in the tank. 

The passion still burns away inside, and the defeats still 
hurt as much. 

“I’ve got a little room which I just go in,” he revealed. 
“There is a just a television in there and my wife brings 
my food and a glass of wine. Then she leaves me till the 
next morning.” 

But the fiery coach has mellowed with age, thanks in part 
to the arrival of grandchildren. “They are lovely, they bring 
you back down to earth.”
